'The  Board  ol  Health  herewith  present  their  report  for  the 
year  1874-75. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  small  i)Ox  during  the  year,  and 
the  pest  house  has  been  unoccupied. 

We  would  recommend  that  North  Ehn  street  be  better 
drained.  In  this  locality  are  numerous  dry  wells  and  shallow 
vaults,  used  as  receptacles  for  refuse  matter,  which  soon  over- 
flow and  are  a  source  of  disease. 

Amory  street  should  also  claim  the  attention  of  the  com- 
mittee on  sewerage  and  drainage. 

We  would  again  recommend  that  a  night  cart  and  suitable 
help  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board,  that  the  law  in 
relation  to  nuisances  can  be  early  and  thoroughly  enforced.

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EIGHTH   ANNUAL    IlEPORT 


TRUSTEES  OF  THE  CITY  LIBRARY. 


To  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

Gentlemen — The  Trustees  ot  the  City  Library  hereby 
submit  their  Eighth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1874. 

They  also  submit  the  accompanying  reports  of  the  Librarian 
and  Treasurer  to  the  Trustees  for  your  examination. 

The  Treasurer's  report  fully  accounts  for  the  expenditure  of 
the  funds  entrusted  to  the  disposal  of  the  Trustees. 

The  balance  reported  as  on  hand  will  be  expended  for 
books  mostly  already  ordered,  and  in  payin:}-  the  running  ex- 
penses for  the  ensuing  six  months. 

The  Trustees  desire  to  call  special  atteniiou  lo  the  Libra- 
rian's report,  and  to  the  necessity  for  an  additional  appropria- 
tion at  the  present  time.  The  whole  number  of  card:^  issued 
is  about  equal  to  one-third  of  our  entire  population.  Over 
twenty-seven  thousand  books  have  been  taken  from  tlie  library 
during  the  past  year,  being  more  than  four  and  one  half  times 
the  whole  number  ol  books  in  the  library,  averaging  two  and 
one  half  books  for  each  man,  vs^oman  and  child  in  the  city,  and 
the  call  for  books  is  ra])i<!iy  increasing.  During  the  month  of 
January,  1875,  over  tiiirl  .-five  hundred  books  were  taken 
from  the  library.  The  eii^ro  amount  of  money  expended  an- 
nually by  the  city  for  tli  ■  "lu'ary  does  not  exceed  ten  cents  per 
head  of  our  population,  and  is  not  quite  two-tenths  of  a  mill 
on  a  dollar  on  our  valuation  at  its  present  iuw  raco  of  assess- 
ment. The  beneficial  success  of  the  library  is  beyond  ques- 
tion.    Our  people  have  indicated  a  want  and  appreciation  of 
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it.  It  is  also  beyomd  question  that  a  library  vl'  less  than  six 
thousand  volumes  is  entirely  inadequate  to  the  wants  of  the 
inhabitants  of  our  city.  It  should  be  lari^ely  increased.  Con- 
sidering all  the  circumstances  the  Trustees  feel  impelled  to 
renew  their  often  repeated  recommendation  for  a  larger  appro- 
priation. They  therefore  urgently  request  and  recommend 
that  a  present  increase  be  at  once  made,  at  least  sufiicient  in 
amount  to  pay  the  librarian's  salary.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Nashua.  Citij  Library  : 

The  records  of  the  i)ast  year  show  a  considoi-able  increase, 
both  in  the  number  of  books  issued  from  the  libraiy  and  in  the 
number  of  jij.-'nlirp.nts  for  cards,  several  thousand  more  books 
having  bet'U  delivered  tluiu  in  any  former  year. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  the  library  has  been  open  for 
the  delivery  of  books  two  hundred  and  seventy-four  days, 
during  which  time  twenty-seven  thousand  two  hundred  and 
ci!;]i-t  books  have  been  delivered,  a  daily  average  of  only  a 
li'aeticn  less  than  one  hundred. 

Two  books  have  been  lost  during  the  j'ear,  one  of  which  is 
reported  missing  and  unaccounted  for ;  the  other,  a  copy  of 
Stephens'  Travels,  was  taken  from  the  library  by  a  gentleman 
of  the  city,  and  by  him  lost.

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  three  new  Lowry  Hy- 
drants put  iu  in  the  following  named  places,  viz. :  one  at  the 
corner  of  Main  and  Hollis  Streets,  one  near  John  Webster's 
house  on  Concord  Street,  and  one  at  the  corner  of  Lock  and 
Orange  Streets.  All  of  the  old  hydrants  are  in  a  very  bad 
condition.  During  this  cold  and  severe  winter  most  of  them 
have  been  frozen  except  the  Lowry  hjdrants.  A  great  many 
dollars  have  thus  been  expended  for  labor  which  could  have 
been  saved  had  the  Lowry  Hydrant  been  introduced  at  an 
earlier  dav.

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FIRES   AND    ALARMS. 

While  ihc  past  year  is  iiiaiked  by  many  disastrous  lires  in  a 
great  aiany  cities,  Nashua  has  been  exempt  from  this  misfor- 
tune. Reference  to  the  losses  will  show  that  our  city  has  suf- 
lered  less  from  this  canse  tlian  almost  any  city  of  correspond- 
ing size. 

The  department  has  been  called  out  twenty-four  times,  and 
the  services  of  the  firemen  liave  been  required,  at  a  greater  or 
less  extent,  fourteen  times.  The  total  value  of  property  de- 
stroyed is  $7,650,  and  the  amount  of  insurance  on  the  same 
$5,725,  making  a  total  loss  of  $1,935,  an  exceeding  small  loss. 
When  we  consider  the  num])or  of  alarms,  and  a  majority  of 
them  working  fires,  the  city  has  reason  to  feel  proud  of  an  ef- 
ficient Fire  Department. 

The  Department  has  been  called  out  but  once  to  render  as- 
sistance to  its  neighbors.  December  2  aid  was  asked  from 
Wilton.  In  response  to  the  request  Steamer  No.  2  and  Hose 
Carriage  were  innnediately  sent  there  under  command  of  En- 
gineers Hale  and  Witham,  wlio  rendered  good  and  valual»le 
services  in  extinguishing  the  fire. 

For  a  complete  and  accurate  statement  of  the  losses  by  fire, 
and  the  amount  of  insurance.  I  refer  you  to  the  tabular  state- 
ment accompanying  tin's  i-eport. 
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APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  at  the  present  time  con- 
sists of  two  steam  fire  engines,  with  hose  tenders  attached,  in 
active  service,  and  the  new  steamer,  Indian  Head,  No.  3,  held 
in  reserve:  two  four  wheeled  hose  carriages  in  active  service, 
capable  of  carrying  one  thousand  feet  of  2  1-2  inch  hose  each ; 
they  are  in  good  condition  and  fully  equipped  in  every  partic- 
ular. There  are  also  three  two-wheeled  hose  carriages,  which 
are  used  by  the  Pennichuck  Hose  Co.,  carrying  from  three  hun- 
dred to  four  hundred  feet  of  2  inch  hose  each ;  these  are  an- 
cient relics  and  are  not  fitted  for  the  requirements  of  the  de- 
partment. There  are  three  spare  carriages,  one  at  G.  W. 
Davis's  shop,  and  450  feet  hose;  one  at  Eaton  and  Ayer's,  and 
250  feet  hose ;  and  one  at  Steamer  House.  There  is  also  a 
Hook  and  Ladder  truck  built  by  Hunneman,  and  well  supplied 
with  all  the  necessary  appurtenances.  This  truck  is  altogether 
too  heavy,  and  I  would  suggest  that  it  be  exchanged  for  a  lighter 
one,  or  be  made  lighter  by  at  least  one  thousand  pounds,  as  it 
is  iu^ipoisible  to  hire  a  horse  to  draw  it. 

MANUAL  FORCE. 

The  manual  force  of  the  department  at  the  present  time 
consists  of  one  Chief  and  four  Assistant  Engineers,  fourteen 
members  of  Torrent  Steamer.  No.  1,  fourteen  members  of 
Niagara  Steamer,  No.  2,  fourteen  members  of  City  Hose  Co., 
No.  1,  fourteen  members  of  Pennichuck  Hose  Co.,  No.  2,  and 
twenty-five  members  of  Union  Hook  and  Ladder  Co..  No.  L 

It  would  be  difficult  for  me  to  speak  too  highly  of  the  zeal 
and  efficiency  displayed  by  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
department  as  a  body  in  the  work  they  h.ave  so  generously  un- 
dertaken, and  I  am  pleased  to  note  a  constant  improvi  nicnt 
in  the  matter  of  discipline,  without  which  no  (>rgaiii;:a;i.7U  of 
this  character  can  be  efficient,  and  though  the  department  as  it 
stands  today  is  all  that  can  be  expected,  still  there  is  room  for 
improvement,  and  improvement  is  demanded  by  ;]:.;  rapid  and 
constant  growth  of  our  city  and  the  corresponding  increase  of 
danger  from  fires. 

The  services  of  a  good  fireman  can  scarcely  be  overrated ; 
his  duty  is  never  done.  Upon  reaching  a  fire  he  is  expected  to 
mount  a  ladder,  enter  a  window,  and  there  find  himself  con- 
Ironted  with  flames  and  stifled  with  smoke.  There  he  stands 
with  the  hose  pipe  in  his  hands  directing  a  powerful  stream 
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from  our  steam  engines  or  hydrants  on  the  flames,  which  re- 
quire strength  and  fortitude  to  manage.  The  firemen  of  this 
city  are  justly  entitled  to  the  highest  praise  for  their  cheerful 
compliance  with  all  orders  and  their  prompt  response  to  the 
call  of  duty.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  between  the  sev- 
eral companies  comprising  this  department  a  general  good 
feeling  exists,  a  healthy  enthusiasm  being  developed  into  a 
generous  rivalry  which  only  needs  to  be  led  in  the  right  chan- 
nel to  make  them  fully  equal  to  any  similar  body  of  men  in  any 
organization. 

HORSES. 

At  present  the  horses  of  the  department  are  under  the  con- 
trol and  in  the  custody  of  the  street  department.  In  case  of 
fire  the  first  essential  thing  is  the  horses  to  draw  the  engines, 
which,  under  the  present  arrangement,  are  at  times  very  "far 
from  the  House;  and  in  seme  instances  the  department  have 
had  to  draw  the  engines  to  the  place  of  fire. 

I  would  suggest  the  purchase  of  one  or  two  more  horses  so 
that  part  of  the  horses  may  be  kept  in  the  House  or  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  on  the  stj^'ects,  according  to  the  requirements 
of  the  city  ordinance. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  drivers  who  have  charge  of  the 
horses  deserve  credit  for  the  care,  handling  and  protection  of 
them. 

HOSE. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  belonging  to  the  department 
5900  feet  of  steamer  hose,  part  of  which  is  not  reliable  for . 
hard  service,  and  I  would  suggest  the  purchase  of  1000  feet  of 
new  hose  for  the  steamers.     There  are  also  3150  feet  of  2-iach 
hose  for  hydrants,  none  of  which  is  considered  reliable. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  purchased  1000  feet  of 
Clark's  linen  rubber  lined  hose,  which  has  proved  satisfactory. 

A  pjeater  part  of  the  hose  in  the  department,  owing  to  its 
long,  service,  has  required  extensiA^e  repairs  after  its  use  at 
fires  of  long  duration,  and  it  is  my  conviction  that  it  would  be 
economy  to  displace  it  by  substituting  a  warranted  and  more 
serviceable  urticle,  something  which  may  be  deemed  secure 
when  its  employment  may  save  thousands  ol  dollars  of  prop- 
erty from  destruction.     One  Inid  lengtli  of  hose  in  a  huig  line 
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is  a  serious  drawback  for  it  necessitates  cither  an  cvitire  sus- 
pension to  take  it  out  or  you  must  rco-ulatc  your  water  pres- 
sure to  the  one  bad  length,  regardless  of  the  rest.  A/iJ  1  trust 
any  cdllfur  hose  iri/l  he  gcneroudy  entertained. 


FIRE   ALARM   TELEGRAPH. 

I  trust  you  will  not  deem  me  extravagant  when  I  say  that 
the  growing  requirements  of  our  thriving  city,  and  the  fre- 
(juency  of  false  alarms  of  fire  demand  some  reliable  system  of 
Fire  Ahirm.  This  has  been  brought  to  your  notice  before,  and 
it  seems  unnecessary  to  neglect  the  matter  longer. 

Our  deiiartmcnt  has  so  much  territory  of  wooden  buildino-s 
to  protect  that  it  is  highly  im])ortant  that  the  hrem.en  should 
know  when  they  start  fi'om  tlicir  quarters  the  exact  location  of 
the  fire,  in  order  to  reach  it  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 
Tico  niiniites  at  flie  beginning  of  a.  fire  is  tcorth  more  than  tivo 
honrs  after  the  huihlmg  is  bvrneii  doun.  And  I  claim  that  anv 
money  judiciously  expended  for  the  protection  of  taxable  prop- 
erty within  our  city  liuiits  is  practical  economy. 

We  know  that  delay  causes  danger,  and  have  to  wait  until  a 
fire  is  full  grown  to  discover  its  locality.  Is  it  not  better  to 
give  this  your  immediate  attention  than  to  wait  until  some 
serious  coullagi-atiou,  which  could  have  been  prevented  by  a 
reliabkj  alarm,  couviuces  vou  of  its  necessitv  ?

And  finally  I  hereby  extend  my  thanks  to  the  ofticers  and 
members  of  the  several  companies  belonging  to  the  depart- 
ment for  the  energy,  the  promptness  and  the  cheerfulness  they 
have  displayed  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  and  for  the 
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kindness  and  g-ood  will  wliicli  they  luivo  always  manifested  to 
me,  personal!}-,  also  to  the  efficient  and  faithlul  Janitor  thanks 
are  especially  due  I'ov  the  prompt  and  carelul  manner  in  which 
the  apparatus  and  i)roperty  of  the  dei)artment  has  been  cared 

for.
